The Technical Development Committee of FIFA has just released, in pub- 
lished form, its report on the 1966 World Cup finals. 


nis remarkable little 

booklet is the result 

of a decision taken in 

1965 to set up a panel 

of coaches who would 

study the final stages of 
the World Cup. 


The purpose was to 
collect factual data and 
opinion on the preparation 
of the 16 competing teams 
and to observe the matches 
with a view’ of later sub- 
mitting a report to FIFA. 


The study group was 
headed by former England 
manager Walter Winter- 
bottom and included Gav- 
til Katchaline of Russia, 
Harold Hassel of England, 
Roger Quinche of Switzer- 
land and Ron Greenwood, 
also of England, the man- 
ager of West Ham United. 


One coach was attached 
to each of the four initial 
groups and visited team 
headquarters and watched 
all matches in that zone. 


A questionnaire dealing 


with selection and prepata-- 


tion of teams, tactics and 
trends of soccer was also 
handed out to the coaches 
and managers in charge 
of the 16 teams. 

Here we publish parts of 
the Report that deal with 
the actual preparation and 
attitude of the 16 finalists. 


Although the FIFA sub- 


committee’s report diplo- 


.. matically doesn’t say this, 


we should point out that 
in some cases at least the 
replies of national managers 
and coaches were not ab- 
solutely sincere. 

This applies mainly to the 


payment of incentive 
bonuses. 
In other instances, the 


report is unfortunately too 
vague and superficial. 
For example, it mentions 
only two countries of the 
16 where patriotism was 
used as a weapon — where- 


as it could Kave safely 
included all... 
Brazil is. mentioned as 


the only one who took great 
cate to comfort their play- 
ers after a lost match — 
but it can be taken for 
granted that Brazil were not 
an isolated case. 

Tt’s also wrong to assume, 
as does this Report, that 
only the Bulgarians vary 
their training stint or only 
the Germans were allowed 
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alcohol: the 
example, allowed 
quantities of wine. 


French, for

These conclusions of the 
Report were obviously the 
result of careless replies by 
those questioned. 

Despite these shortcom- 
ings, the Report is extremely 
interesting, and useful, per- 
haps even to our coaches 
in Australia. 

Tt can only be hoped 
that FIFA will regard this 
Report as an experiment — 
and conduct one again in 
Mexico in 1970, on a much 
wider scale’ with more care 
for details. 


Selection and 
preparation of teams 
before arrival in 
England 


Of the 16 countries, 11 
had one man fully in 
charge; of these, Hungary 
and Bulgaria had their 
manager’s selection  ap- 
proved by the FA, 


In Switzerland the selec- 
tion was done by a coach 
and a committee while 
North Korea, Mexico, Por- 
tugal and Brazil had com- 
mittees to form their 22- 
strong squads, 


In 10 countries, no com-. 


pensation was paid to the 
clubs for the use of inter- 
national players; in France, 
Germany, Switzerland and 
Argentina there was a scale 
of compensation. 


Preparation training 


In 15 countries the train- 
ing was primarily under 
the direction of the national 
coach, helped by assistant 
coaches, a masseur and a 
doctor. 

In Mexico, a_ technical 
committee governed the 
training. 

In 13 countries there was 
collaboration between the 
clubs to help in the prep- 
aration of selected players; 
in three countries special 
training was also arranged 
by clubs after their players 
had been selected. 

Thirteen countries, in 
their program of fitness 
training, gave special em- 
phasis to- speed. 

Bulgaria varied training 
as much as possible to pre- 
vent boredom, the Swiss 
developed fitness through

tina worked at methods of 
team co-ordination in 
actual play. 


Preparation after arrival 
in England 


Twelve countries had a 
set time for players going 
to bed,but Portugal, North 
Korea, France and Argen- 
tina left it to individual 
requirements. 


About nine hours sleep 


were required on an average. | 


All except two teams 
followed a controlled diet; 
smoking was forbidden or 
tolerated under restricted 
circumstances. 

Alcohol was forbidden by 
13 countries; West Ger- 
many allowed two bottles of 
beer per evening. 

With the exception of 
Brazil and Hungary, all 
countries allowed their play- 
ers to watch other matches, 
three only by TV; Russia 
allowed only certain players 
to watch. 

Reserves were made to 
train harder than selected 
players, especially the day 
after a match. 

It was considered an im- 
portant factor that teams 
should have at least 40 
minutes practice on the 
ground where they had to 
play later. 


Attitude of players 


Every country tried to 
induce “attitudes” towards 
competition and tension. 

Three — Argentina, 
Italy and Chile — gave 
players talks, Germany and 
Korea worked at getting a 
good team spirit, Mexico 
and Uruguay emphasised 
correct behaviour. 

Brazil took every psy- 
chological factor into con- 
sideration while England 
and Spain made sure that 
every player had a complete 
understanding of collective 
tactics and all their leisure 
time was occupied. 

Only Portugal, France 
and Hungary took no par- 
ticular measures in this 
field. 

In building a team spirit, 
nine countries felt that co- 
operation and a friendly 
atmosphere were the chief 


ingredients. 

Uruguay and Mexico 
thought that financial re- 
wards were also helpful 


while France looked at this 
from the individual’s point 
of view. 

Russia and Spain felt that 
patriotism helped to weld 
the side together, Brazil 
thought that the feeling of 
being fit and in champion- 
ship form with a will to 
win assisted their spirit. 

Eleven countries gave an 


‘incentive bonus payment in 


one form or another. 
Brazil and Portugal felt 

that these bonuses are so 

usual now that they are of 


secondary importance; Mex- 


ico and Hungary felt that 
bonuses definitely get 
results. 

,Germany, Korea, Bul- 


garia and Uruguay give no 
incentive bonus at all. 


Medical attention 


All teams had a doctor 
with one or two assistants 
and a masseur in atten- 
dance; some also had a 
dietician and a qualified 
physiotherapist. 

Twelve kept a check on 
food whenever possible, eat- 
ing only national dishes or 
something similar; Russia 
were careful about fluid in- 
take but the French tried 
to live as close as possible 
to normal continental life. 

All except Chile, France 
and Korea used regular and 
systematic massage; most 
preferred showers to baths 
except when players were 
injured. 


Match day arrangements 


All teams followed a set 
timetable according to the 
time of kick-off, 

Most spent part of the 
day before an evening match 
relaxing and with some very 
light training. 

Bulgaria and Portugal did 
mot train at all on match 
days. ; 

All teams warmed up 
thoroughly before the mat- 
ches and Argentina reached 


the ground. two hours be-|. 


fore kick-off to give the 
players a massage. 

Hight teams followed a 
normal routine after the 
matches, whatever the re- 
sult; mostly in the form of 
quiet relaxation but Brazil- 
ian officials made special 
efforts to comfort their 
players after defeat. 

The Germans always had 
a cold meal after their 
match. 

About half of the teams 
were told of the selection 
the day before the match, 


the other half only on the |. 


day itself. 

France tried to announce 
the team as soon as possible 
and Hungary gave their 
selection after the previous 
game so that players could 
prepare themselves mentally. 


Seven countries discussed 
tactics on the day of the 
match: Hungary, Portugal, 
Chile, Russia, Bulgaria, 
Mexico and Brazil. 

The others tried to com- 
plete tactical discussions 
before the actual match day. 


The Germans claimed 
that they discuss tactics so 
frequently that only a few 
pointers were required be- 
fore a game. 


There were different views 
about tactical discussion at 
half time: several teams 
used the interval as a means 
of changing tactics when 
necessaty but some others 
felt that changes should not 
be made at that stage as 
they could lead to confusion.
